RESIGNS JUDGESHIP; 
PARKS IS APPOINTED 


Tudge A. B. Foster of Troy, 
Ala., Saturday, filed in the of- 
fice of Governor William W. 
Brandon, at the state capitol, 
his resignation as judge of the 
12th judical circuit the resigna 
tion to take effect on Wednes- 
day, February 28. Upon his 
retirement from the bench, 
Judge Foster will become a 
member of the widely known 
law firm of Black and Harris, 
of Birmingham, and the name 
of the firm in the future is to 
be Black, Harris and Foster. 

Judge Foster, who has long 
been recognized as one of the 
best circuit judges in the state, 
was appointed judge of the 
twelfth circuit by forrrer Gov- 
ernor Charles Henderson, and 
since that time, has twice been 
elected to succeed himself in 
that office. A lawyer of unu- 
sual talents and a jurist of ex- 
ceptional ability, Judge Fosters 
future in the practice of his 
chosen profession is certain to 
be a brilliant one. 

The duty of appointing a 
successor to Judge Foster, now 
devolves upon Governor Wil- 
liam W. Brandon, who is spend 
ing the week end at his . old

Governor W. W. Brandon, late 
Monday. afternoon announced 
the appointment of Judge Wil- 
liam L. Parks of Troy, as judge 
of the 12th judical circuit, to 
sueceed Judge A. B. Foster, 
who has resigned, effective 
February 28, to enter the prac- 


‘tice of law in Birmingham. 


Judge Foster’s resignation 
which was submitted to Gover- 
nor Brandon on Saturday last, 
was formally accepted by the 
chief executive, Monday. 

In view, of the fact that 
Judge Foster is presiding at a 
fiye weeks term of the circuit 
court ef Covington county, at 
Andalusia, where there is a 
heavy docket, Governor Bran- 
don stated late Monday after- 
noon that he would appoint W. 
L. Parks to fill the vacancy 
created through Judge Foster’s 
resignation. Governor Bran- 
don stated in view of the fact 
that court is in session at An- 
dalusia, jurors and witnesses 
summoned and cases set, he 
had reached the decision to 
name Judge Parks so that he 
could immediately assume the 
duties of the office of judge of 
the 12th circuit as soon as 
Judge Foster retires. 


Judge Parks, who is one of 
the most prominent and wide- 
ly known attorneys in South 
Alabama, was formerly chan- 
cellor of the southeastern chan- 
eery division of the state and 
in that office made a most en- 
viable record. In the last 
democratic primary, he was 
Judge Foster’s opponent for 
the nomination for judge of the 
12th circuit, and carried Pike 
county by a comfortable ma- 
jority. His appointment will 
no doubt give entire satisfac- 
tion to the attorneys of the cir- 
cuit and to the people in gen- 
eral. 

Judge Foster upon his  re- 
tiremeiut, will become a mem- 
ber of the well known Birming- 
l(am law firm Black and Har- 
ris, composed of Hugo Black 
and Crampton Harris. The 
name of the firm in future will 
be Black, Harris and Foster.

by the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road between Elba and Water- 
ford. Following a conference 
between members of the com- 
mission and J. A. Bowdoin, di- 
vision superintendent for the 
A.C. L, Railroad, announce- 
ment-was made Saturday, that 
beginning Monday morning, 
February 26, the Coast Line 
will operate a new train on 
the Waterford-Elba branch 
line. The agreement upon the 
improvement in service was 
reached during the conference 
between Mr. Bowdoin and the 
Commissioners. In the origi- 
nal petition, filed with the Com 
mission, citizens of Elba claim- 
ed that whereas they hereto- 
fore had a double passenger 
train service between Water- 
ford and Elba, they now have 
only one passenger train and 
one mixed freight and passen- 
ger train. It was alleged fur- 
ther that the mixed train leav- 
ing Waterford at about 10 
o’clock in the morning, did not 
reach Elba until from 3 to 6 
o’clock in the afternoon. The 
new train to be’ established 
Monday morning, will be a lo- 
cal freight, and its operation, 
it is stated, will enable the 
mixed train to run on a satis- 
factory schedule.”

To the People of Coffee:- 

I promised to furnish further 
information regarding the 
County indebtedness. I now 
submit some figures showing 
the financial status as to out- 
standing warrants and bonded 
debts. These figures are furn- 
ished me by Hon. Frank Pea- 
body, Assistant State Examin- 
er of Public Accounts, who was 
aided by Hon. J. N. Ham, of 
Elba, my official Representa~ 
tive in this matter. There is 
a total of $87,022.76 of war- 
rant indebtedness and $10000.- 
00 of past due bonded debt, 
making the total of $97,022.- 
76. The figures by items are 
as follows :- 

Past due bonds....$10,000.00. 

Warrants bearing 6 per cent

The item of $20,000.00 inter- 
est bearing warrants are for 
the Enterprise Court House and 
bear interest till due at 6 per 
cent, and since and after ma- 
turity 8 per cent under the law. 
The interest on $8000.00 now 
past due and the accured inter- 
est on all to date of May 3rd, 
1923, is $38,654.00, making a 
total on these Court Hourt war- 
rants of $23,654.00. 

The item of $10,000.00 
(Bridge Bonds) shows past due 
bonds on which the Court of 
County Commissioners have 
been paying 8 per cent interest 
(one year 814 per cent) since 
Match tT, 1918 

The item of $63,368.76 em- 
braces both registered and un- 
registered other County war- 
rants against the General fund 
and the Road and Bridge funds 
of the County, and under the 
law must be paid according to 
their registration or prefer- 
ence. 

The people are to vote on the 
question of whether or not 
bonds shall be issued to pay 
off and fund the outstanding 
warrant indebtedness of $87,- 
022.76. By putting in the 
$10,000.00 refunding bonds, 
we get a contract of sale net 
to the County of 1! per cent 
above par, that is, we get under 
this contract $101.50 for $100.- 
00 of bonds sold.

The grand jury recently re- 
cessed at Union Springs, Ala., 
found only nine true bills and 
none of which were originated 
in Union Springs. There are 
no county prisoners in the jail, 
and the jury facetiously report- 
ed that as the building was un- 
used, it might be rented, but 
stated in case it was rented, 
some repairs would be needed.

| Washington, Feb. 23.—Sena- 
tor Underwood of Alabama 
has closed his service as dem- 
ocratic floor leader of the sen- 
late. Accompained by Mrs. 
Underwood, he has left here on 
a four months European tour, 
following the completion of all 
the regular appropriation bills 
‘of the session and assurance 
from President Harding that 
there would be no early call, at 
‘least, for an extra session of 
lthe new congress. 

The senate minority leader- 
ship today virtually fell upon 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
{who is slated to be chosen in 
‘the next congress as the suc- 
cessor to Senator Underwood 
who announced last November 
| that he would retire from the 
‘leadership with the end of the 
‘closing congress. Senator Un- 
er wood’ s health has been

SAYS BOND ISSUE IS SIMPLE PROPOSITION || 
AND SHOULD BE UNDERSTOOD BY PEOPLE 


"'o the People of Coffee: 

The proposed bond issue 
should be understood, and the| 
proposition is most simple, 
Coffee County is in debt and 
cannot pay now, there being 
nothing with which to pay but 
the taxes as they may be paid 
during the next several years. 
{ have already given informa- 
tion as to the amount of out- 
standing warrants against the 
funds of the county, and the 
past due $10,000.00 bonds. 
These figures, of course, did 
not include the $100,000.06 
Road bonds, which will mature| 
in 1942. The total indebted- 
ness of the county, including 
the road bonds, is $197,305 02 
We do not propose to retund 
these Road bonds; they are not 
due, and we only have to pay 
interest thereon semi-annually. 
We do not have to vote on the 


‘question of refunding the $10,- 


000.00 past due, Bridge bonds; 
they may be refunded by issu-: 
ance of bonds without an elec- 
tion. But the question sub- 
mitted to the voters of the coun: 
ty is upon the issuance of 6 per 


cent interest, thirty year fund-! 
ing bonds, to pay oif the war-|3 


rant indebtedness of the coun- 
ty. Under the resolution pass 


ed by the Court of County Com: 


missioners, it was provided 
that not exceeding $90,000.00 
be issued in any event, it being 


estimated that the outstanding | 


warrant indebtedness of the 
County will not exceed the to- 
tal sum of $90,000.00. With; 
the aid of the Assistant State 
Examiner, | have ascertained 
from the records that the total | 
sum is $87,305.02. 
may be other warrants out- 
standing which we have not 
found, but publication of the 
entire list of registered and un- 
registered warrants is being 
made, showing the date of issu- 
ance, the amount, the charac- 
ter of the claim, and the name 
in whose favor issued, and 
number of registration as weil 
as the date of registration and 
the warrant number. This in- 
formation is vitally: important 
to the people. These warrants 
must be paid according to their 
registration, and general fur 
warrants must he paid out of 
the general funds, and road 
and bridge fund warrants 
must be paid out of the road 
and bridge funds. The law re- 
quires these funds to be kept 
separate by the County Depoe: 
itory or acting Treasurer, and 
those holding these warrants 
must wait their time of pay- 
ment. 

There are-some 
claims, there being <lifferent 
classes of these preferred 
claims, which do not have to 
be registered to be ahead of 
the claims against the general 
funds and not preferred. 
Strict compliance with the law 
must be observed in the ordeyv 
of payment of all warrants. 

There are outstanding pre- 
ferred claims against the funds 
of the county. Some of these 
preferred claims are registered 
and have been for some time. 
Many of the warrants have 
been held for two, three, and 
four years, and those who have 
perchance sold to the County 
something like or near the face 
value of the warrants do not 
wish to discount them to some 
Bank or individual for fifty] 
cents in the dollar. Many 
warrants have been discounted 
giving thereby to the Bank or 
person to whom discounted 
large sums of interest. Take 
for an illustration, the contrac- 
tor of a bridge on Double 
Bridges Creek. The cash val- 
ue of the bridge huilt, say, is 
$250; the actual contract price 
was $500.00, and the contrac- 
tor needs his money. So he 
must have $250.00 in order to 
pay for the lumber, nails, etce., 
and give himself a reasonable 
wage for his work.

Coffee County now has an 
assessment valuation of $8,- 
100,000.00, in vound numbers, 
and upon this valuation the 
r County will receive annually 
$40,000.00 for the General 
'MPunds, and $20,000.00 <or the 
Road and Bridge Funds, giving 
the County. the total sum._of 
$60,000.00 a year. This money 
is hard to pay, and the burden 
is heavy upon the taxpayers of 
the County. What benefits 
are to accrue to the taxpayers ? 
This is answered by the way 
and manner the Court of Coun- 
ty Commissioners Spend the 
money. If they pay two dol- 
lars for one dollar of benefit, 
the tax payers get only half of 
what they should get. If the 
business of the County must be 
conducted on a credit warrant 
system, and it takes two dollars 
to get one dollar of benefit 
work or material, then out of 
the total sum of $60,000 a year 
the taxpayers have returned to 
them only $30,000.
